Science is steadily penetrating the reces­ 
ses of nature and disclosing her secrets, 
while Ihe ingenuity of free minds is sub­ 
jecting the elements to the power of man, 
and making each new conquest auxiliary 
to his comfort.

tfieir exercise and encouragement, an ex­ 
tensive coast, indented by capacious 
bays, noble rivers, inland seas, with a 
countvy productive of every material for 
ahip boiUing and every commodity for 
. gainful commerce, and tilled with a pop­ 
ulation, active, intelligent, well-inform­ 
ed, and fearless of danger. 
These ad­ 
vantages are not neglected; and an im- 
pidsa has lately been given to commer­ 
cial enterpriee, which fills our sbip-yards 
with new constructions, encourages all 
the arts ond branches of industry con­ 
nected witii them, crowds tho wharves of 
our citiea with vessels, and covers the 
moat distant seas with our canvass. 


L et ua be grateful for these blessings 
to the beneficent Being who has confer­ 
red them, and who suiTers us to indulge a 
leaaoBAblo hope of their continuance ^ 
«xtenaion,while we neglect not the means 
by which they may be preserved. 
If 
we may dare to jcdge of His future de- 
aigda, by the manner in which his past 
favors have been bestowed, he haa made 
our national pMSfierity to depend on the 
.preaervationof our libeiiies; our national 
l^ ee on our federal union, and our indi- 
> vidual happineas on the maiutenance of 
•ar Stale riglits and wiiM) inBtitutions. If 
We eroi prospotous at home, and respect­ 
ed abroad, ft Is because we are free, uni­ 
ted, induatrinus, 4' obedient to the lawa. 
While we continue so, we shall, by the 
blessing of heaven, go on in the happy 
career we have Ix gun, and which has 
brought us, in the short period of our po­ 
litical existence, from a population of 


last, upwards of30,000 tens of American, 
apd 15,000 tons of foreign shipping in 
the outward voyages; and, in the inwitrd, 
nearly an equal amount of American,and 
20,000 only of foreign tonnage. Ad­ 
vantages, too, have resulted to onr agri­ 
cultural interests from the state of the 
trade between Canada and our Territo­ 
ries and States bordering on the St . Law­ 
rence and the Lakes, which may prove 
more than equivalent to the loss sustain­ 
ed by the discrimination made to favor 
the trade of the northern colonies with the 
West Indies. 


Ailer our tramition from tho state of 
colonies to that of an independent nation, 
many points wore found necessary to be 
settled between us and Great Britain.— 
Among them was the demarkation of 
boundaries, not described with suficient 
precision in the Treaty of Peace. Some 
of the lines that divide the Statea and 
Territories of the United States from the 
British Provinces, have been definitive­ 
ly fixed. 
That, however, which aepa- 
rates us from the Provinces of Canada 
and New Brunswick to the North and 
the I'ast, was still in dispute when I 
came into office. 
But I found arrange­ 
ments made for its settlement, over which 
had no control. 
The commiasionera 
who had been appointed under the pro­ 
visions of the Treaty of Ghent, having 
been unable to a ^ e , a convention was 
made with Great Britain by my immedi­ 
ate predecessor in office, with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, by which it 
waa agreed ‘ihat the points of dillcrcMe 
which have ariaen in the settlement of 
the boundary line between the American 
and British dominions, aa dfMaribM*^ 
the 5th Article of the Treaty 
shall be referred as therein provio« » 


_ decision upon such points of differ­ 
ence;” and the King of the Netherlanda 
having, by the late President and hia 
Britannic Majesty, been deaignated aa 
such friendly sovereign, it became my 
duty to carry, with good faith, the ag re^ 
ment so made into full effect. 
To thia 
end 1 caused all the measures to be tak­ 
en which were necessary to a full expoM- 
tion of our case to the Sovereign Arbiter; 
and nominated as Minister Plenipotenti­ 
ary to bis court, a distinguished citizen 
of the Stoto roost interested in the ques­ 
tion, and who had been one of the agenta 
previously employed for settling the con­ 
troversy. 
On the lOtb day of January 
last, His Majesty the King of the Neth­ 
erlands delivered to the Plenipotentiaries 
of the United States, and of Great Brit­ 
ain, his written opinion on the case refiir- 
red to him. 
The papera m relation to the 
subject will be communicated, by 


clatma upon Franee, urged àa t&ey were 
with ;ieraeverance and atgntl abHiqr by 
our miniater there, would finally be ac­ 
knowledged. ‘ Thia hope haa been letli- 
ced. A lUrealjr haa been signed which 
will immediately be laid befoie the Sen­ 
ate for Ha approbation: and which, cen- 
taining atipnlatiotM that require Legida- 
tive acts, moat have the eoncurrence of 
both houaéa before it can be carried into 
effect. 
By it, the French Government 
engage to pay a aum which, if not quite 
equal tc that which may be found due to 
our citizens^' ,iliM yet, it is believed, un­ 
der all circuantfiliiea, bo deemed satis, 
factory by thoiK liiterested. 
The offer 
of a gross sum, instead of the satisfaction 
of each individual claim, was accepted, 
ibecause the only alternatives wore a rig-' 
jorous exaction of the whole amount qta-' 


I ted to be due on each claim, which, m i^t, 
in some instances be exaggerated by de-^ 
sign, in others overrated through errofj, 
and which therefore it would have been 
both ungracious and unjust to have insiM« 
ed on, or a aettlement by a mixed com­ 
mission, to which tite French negotiators 
were very averse, and which experience! 
in other cases had «hnw'n to be dilatory,'' 
and ot\en wholiy inadequate to the end. 
A comparitively small sum is stipulated 
on our part to go to the extinction of all 
claims by French citizens on our Gov­ 
ernment; and a reduction of duties on 
our Cotton and their Wines has been a- 
greed on, as a consideration for the re­ 
nunciation of an important claim for com­ 
mercial privileges, under the construc­ 
tion they gave to the Treaty for the ses­ 
sion of Louisiana. 


Should this Treaty receive the proper 
sanction, a «ource of irritation will be 
stopped, that has for so many years, in 
some degree alienated from eaph other, 
two nations, who from interest,as well as 
the remembrance of early associations 
ought to cherish the most friendly rela­ 
tions—an encouragement will be given 
for perseverance iu the demands of jus­ 
tice, by this new proof, that, if steadily 
pursued, they will be listened to—and 
admonition will be offered to thoae Pow­ 
ers, if any, which may be inclined to e- 
vade them, that they will never be aban­ 
doned. 
Above all, a just confidence 
will be inspired in our flillow-citizcns,that 
their Government will exert all the pow­ 
ers with which they have invested it in 
support of their just claims upon Foreign 
nations; at the same time that the frank 
acknowledgement and provision for the 
payment oT^those which were addreaaed 
to our equity, although unau^ 


ihould do unto us. 


Sweden and Denmark having made 
cMttPenaation for the irregularitiea com- 
mnvtt wy Unrtr vw*eie,-er tn their poila, ta' 
the perfect satiafaction of the parties c<m- 
cemed; and having renewed Ute Treatiea 
ef Commeree entered into with them, our 
political and comasercial relatione with 
those Powera continue to be on the moat 
friendly footing. 


With Spain, our differencea, up to the, 
39d of February, 1819, were M^led by; 
tfie Treaty of Waahington, of that date;| 
but, at a subsequent period, our com-1 
merce with the sUtes, formerly colonies 
of Spain, on the continent of America, ! 
I was annoyed and frequently interrupted j 
her public and private armed ships.— > 
They captured many of our vesseb pros-| 
ecuting a lawful commerce, and sold, 
them and their cargoes; and, at one time, 
to our demands for restoration, and in­ 
demnity,opposed the allegation, that they 
were taken in the violation of a blockade 
of all the ports of thoae states.

We enjoy the advantages of nw n^tion 
nnd trade, given to the most farorpd na­ 
tion ; but it has not yet suited th< ir -pn'n- 
cy, or perhaps has not been foutui con­ 
venient from other considerations, tn 
give stability and reciprocity to those 
privileges, by a commercial treaty.

signs, all our consular and diplomatic a- 
gents are strictly enjoined tu examine 
well every cause of complaint preferred 
by our citizens; and while they urge with 
proper earnestness those that are well 
founded, to countenance merchants and 
navigators the strictest obedience to the 
laws of tbe countriea to which they re­ 
sort, and a course of conduct iu their 
dealings that may support tlie character 
wf viir nation, and render ua reaiiectedn' 
broad. 


Connected with tbia enbject, 1 must 
recommend a révisai of our consular 
' laws. Dciecta and omissions have been 
discovered in their operation that ought 
to be remedied and supplied. 
For your 
further information on this subject, I 
have directed a report to be made by the 
Secretary of State, which I ahall hereaf­ 
ter submit to your conatderatioii. 


Tbe internal peace and security ofour 
confederated States in tbe next principle 
object ofthe General Government—Time 
and experience have proved that the abode 
of the native Indian within their limitais 
dangertMia to their peace and injurious to 
hiinaelf. 
In accordance with niy recoin 
mendation at a former aessnm of Con­ 
gress, an appropriation of half a million 
of dollars was made to aid the voluntary 
removal ofthe varioua trilica beyond the 
limits ofthe Statea. 
At the laat session, 


_ had the happiness to announce that the 
Chickasaws and Chwtawa had accepted 
the geiieroua offers of the Government, 
and agreed to remove beyond tbe Miss­ 
issippi river, by which the whole of tbe 
State of Mississippi and tbe weatern part 
of Alabama will be freed from Indian oc­ 
cupancy and opened to a civilized pop- 
" 
, /•’•'"/rri.iaics with these tribes 
removal, a is hoped, will he completed 
in the course of 1832. 


At the reqnest of tbe authoritiea ofj 
G«org«a, tbe regiatration ot the (Jberokee 
Indiana for emigration has been resumed, 
and it ia confidently cspectad, that one 
half if not two thirds of that tribe, will 
follow the wise example of their more 
westerly brethren. 
Those who prefer 
remaining at their precent bonier will 
hereafter be governed by tbe laws of 
Georgia, aa all her citizena are, and cease 
to be the objecta of peculiar care, on the 
part of the General government. 


During the present year, the attention 
of the Government bus been particularly 
directed to those trilies in the powerful 
and growing state of Ohio, where consid­ 
erable tracts of the finest lands were still 
occupied by tbe aboriginal proprietors 
Treaties, either absolute or conditional, 
have been made, extinguishing the whole 
Indian title to the reservations of thnt 
state; and the time is not distant, it is 
hoped, when Ohio will be no longer em­ 
barrassed with the Indian population. 
The same measure will be extended to 
Indiana, as soon as there is reason to an­ 
ticipate success. 


It is confidently believed that perse­ 
verance for a few year» in the present 
policy of the government, will extinguish 
the Indian title to all lands lying within 
the States composing our Federal Union, 
and femot'e beyond their limits every In­ 
dian w ho was not willing to submit to 
their laws. 
Thus will ull confiicting 
claims to jurisdiction Initween the states 
and the Indian tribes be put to rest. 
It 
is pleasing lo reflect thnt results so bene­ 
ficial, not only to the States immediately 
concerned, but to the harmony ofthe Un­ 
ion, will have been accomplished byinens- 
ures equally advnntn^ieous to the Indians. 


Whut the native savages become when 
surrounded Ity a dense population, and 
jhy mixing with the whites, may be seen 
I in the miserable remnants of a few eai- 
jtern tribes, deprived of political and civil 
ri{;ht6, forbidden to make r.ontracta and 
subjected to guardians, dragging out a 
wretched existence, without excitement, 
without hope and almost without thoiighr. 


But the removal ofthe Indians beyond 
tbe limits and jurisdiction ofthe States, 
does not place them beyond the reach of 
philanthropic and Christian instruction. 
On the contrary, those whom philantru- 
py or religion iiiay induce to live among 
them in their new abode, will be more 
free in the exercise of their benevolent 
functions, than if they had remained with­ 
in the limits of the States, embarassed 
by their internal regulations. 
Now, sub­ 
ject to no control but the superintending 
agency ofthe generni governmet, exer­ 
cised with sole view of preserving peace 
they may proceed unmolested in the in­ 
teresting experiment of gradually ed- 
v«ncing a community of American In-

race with few, and those susceptible ofj|(]inn« from barbarism to the habits 
easy acfjustinent—extending our com-j enjoyments of civilized bfe.

The state ofthe public finances will be 
fully ahown by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, in the report which he will 
f^reseutly lay before you. 
1 will here 
however cougratulate vou upon tboir 
prosperous condition. The revenue re­ 
ceived in the present year will not fall 
short of tweuty seven millions, aevenhun­ 
dred thousand dollars; and the expeudit- 
ures for all objects, other than the public 
delit, will not exceed fourteen millions, 
svvun hundred thousand. The payment 
on account of the principal and interest 
ofthe debt, during the year, will exceed 
sixteen millions and a half dollars; a 
greater aum than baa been applied to that 
object out of tbe reveni^e, in any year 
sincc the enlargement ofthe sinking fund 
except tbe two yeura following imme­ 
diately thereafter. 
Tlie amount which 
will have been applied to tbe public debt 
from the 4th of March 1830, to the lat 
of Jan. next, which ia less than three 
years since the administration has been 
placed in my hands, will exceed forty 
millions of dollars. 


From tbe large importationa of the 
preaent year, it may be safely estimated 
that tbe revenue which will be received 
into tbe Treasury from that source dur­ 
ing next year, with tbe aid of that re­ 
ceived from public lands, will considera­ 
bly exeeed the amount of the receipts of 
the preaent year; and it ia believed that 
with tbe ineana which the Government 
will have at its disposal, from various 
sources, which will be fully stated by 
the proper Department, tbe whole ofthe 
public debt may be extinguished, either 
by redemption or purchase, within tbe 
four years of my adminiatration. We 
aball then exhibit the rare example of a 
great nation, abounding in all the means 
of bappineaa and accurity, altogether free 
from debt. 


The confidence with which tbe extin­ 
guishment of tha public debt may be an­ 
ticipated, presents an opportunity for car­ 
rying into eflect more fully tbe policy in 
relation to import duties, which has been 
recommended in my former ineaaages. 
A modification of thoTarifl*, which shall 
produce a reduction of our revenue to the 
wants ofthe Governn>ent, and an adjust­ 
ment of the duties, on imports with 
view to equal justice in relation to all our 
national interesta, and to the counteract­ 
ion of foreign policy, so far aa it may be 
injurioua to those intcreats, is deemed to 
b« one of the principal objects which de­ 
mand the consideration of the present 
Congress. 
Justice to tbe intereata of tbe 
laercbant aa well aa tbe manufacturer, re 
qairca that material reductions in the im 
port duties be pros|icetive: and unless the 
,Druent Congress shall dispose ofthe aub-

It istbercfore desirable, that 
arrangements be adopted at your pres­ 
ent session, to relieve the people from 
unnecessary taxation, after the extin­ 
guishment of the public debt. 
In the ex­ 
ercise of that spirit of conccssion and 
conciliation which baa distinguished the 
friends uf our Union in all great emer- 
genciea, it ia believed that this object 
may lie effected without injury to anv 
national interest. 


la my annual ineaaage of December, 
1839, 1 had the honor to recommend 
the adoption of a more liberal policy than 
that which then prevailed towarda unfor­ 
tunate debtora to the Government; and I 
deem it my duty again to iuvite your iit- 
ention to thia •ubject. 


Actuated by similar views, Congreas 
at their last session passed an act for tbe 
relief of certain insolvent debtora of tbe 
United States! but the provisions of that 
law have not lieen deemed such as were 
adequate to that relief to this unfortunate 
class of onr fellow citizens, which may 
be safely extended to them. The points 
ill which the law appears to be defective 
will be particularly communicated by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and I take 
pleasure in recommending such an exten­ 
sion of its provisions as will unfetter the 
enterprise of a valuable |tortion of our 
citizciiH, and restore to them the means 
of usefulness to themselves and commun­ 
ity. 
While deliberating upon this suit- 
ject, I would also recommend to your 
consideration the propriety of to modify­ 
ing the laws for enforcing the payment 
of debts due either to the public or to in­ 
dividuals suing in the courts ofthe Unit­ 
ed States, as to restrict the impri»unment 
of the |ierson to cases of fraudulent con- 
ceulmcnt of property. The fieraonal lib­ 
erty of the citizen seems too sacred to be 
held, as in many cases it now is, at the 
will of a creditor to whom he is willing 
to surrender ull the means he baa of dis­ 
charging his debt. 


The reports from the Secretaries of 
the W ar and Navy Department, and 
from the Postmaster General, which ae- 
company this message, present aatiafac- 
tory viewa of tbe opera*iona of the De­ 
partments 
respectively 
under 
their 
charge : and suggest improvementa which 
lire worthy of, and to which I invite the 
serious attention of Congress. 
Certain 
defects and omisaiona having been dia> 
covered ifi tbe operation ofthe lawa re­ 
specting Patenta ; they are pointed out 
in the accompanying report from the 
Secretary of State. 


I have heretofore recommended a- 
inendments of iba Federal Conatimtion 
giving the election ofPreaident and Vice 
President to the people, and llmitinf the 
service of the former to a single term. 
So important do I consider these ehanpa 


at larM, aa well in relation to tlieae pointa, 
aa well aa the diaqualification of membera 
of Congreaa to receive an oflce lh»m « 
Preaideut in whoae election they had an 
official agency, which I propoaed at a 
aubstitute, 1 refi^r yuu to niy furwer me»> 
sages. 


Our system of public accounts ia ex­ 
tremely complicated, and, it ia believed, 
may be much improved. Much of the 
preaent machinery, and a eonaiderable 
portion uf the expenditure of oublic mf>- 
ney may be diapenaed with, while great­ 
er facilitiea can be afforded to the liquid­ 
ation of claima upon the Government, and 
an examination into their juatice aud le* 
gality, quite aa efficient aa the preaentt 
secured. W^ith a view to n general re­ 
form in the ayatcm, I recommend the 
subject to the attention of Congreaa. 


I deem it my duty again to call yoKur 
attention to the condition of the Diatrict 
of Columbia. It vvaa doubtleaa wiae in 
the framera of our Conatitution, to placa 
tbe people of this Diatrict, under the ju­ 
risdiction of the General Government: 
but, to accomplish the objects they had 
iu view, it is not iieceaaary that tbia peo­ 
ple should be deprivedof all the pritilegee 
of solf-goveroinent. 
Independently uf 
the difficulty of inducing the Representa­ 
tives of distant States to turn their atteti- 
tion to projecta of lawa which are not of 
the highest intereat to their constituenta, 
they are not individually, nor in Congresa 
collectively, well qualified to legislate i>- 
ver the local concerna- of this District. 
Consequently, its intereattüre mueh ne­ 
glected, and the people are almost afraid 
to present their grievancea, lest a body, 
in which they are not represented, and 
which feels little aympathy in their local 
relations, abould in itt attempta to mak« 
laws for them do more harm than good. 
Governed by the lawa of the Statea 
whence they were aevered the two ahorea 
ofthe Potomac within the 10 miles square, 
have different |ienal codes: not the prea­ 
ent codea of Virginia and Maryland, but 
such as exiated in those Statea at tbe 
time of tbe cesnion to the United Statea. 
As Congress will not form a new code, 
and as the |ieople of tbe District cannot 
make one for tliemselvea, they are virtu­ 
ally under two G«>vernmeDt». 
Is it not 
juKt to allow them at Icaat a delegate in 
Congress, if not a local Legislator, to 
make lawa for the Diatrict, aubject to tha 
approval or rejection ofCongreaa* learn- 
estly recommend the extension of them 
of every political righi which their inter­ 
ests require, and which may be compati­ 
ble with the Constitution. 


The extension of tbe judiciary ayttein 
of the United Statea, ia deemed tube one 
ofthe dutiea ofgovernmentt On« foarth 
of tbe Statea in the Union do Hot partic­ 
ipate in the benefita of a Circuit CotirC 
To tbe atalea of Indiana, lUinoia, Miaaou- 


Judicial system waa organited, ouly a 
District Court baa been alhiwed. 
If thia' 
be sufficient, then the Circait Courta al­ 
ready exiated in eightean etatee, ought 
to be aboliahed : if il be not aufficient tbe 
defect ought to be remedied, and tliesa 
atatea placed on the aame fooling with 
the other membera of the Union. 


It waa on thia condition, and on thia 
footing, that they entered the Union; aud 
that they tnay demand Circuit Courta aa 
a matter, not of conceaaion, but of right. 
I truat that Congress will not adjourn, 
leaving thia anomaly in our ayatem. 


Entertaining the opiniona heretofore 
ex|ireased in relation to the Bank of the 
United Slates, as at preaent organised, I 
felt It my duty, in niy former Meaaage 
frankly to diacloae them, in order that 
the attention of the Legislature and tba 
people should be aeaaonably dirtfcted tv 
that imporlunt subject, and that il might 
be considered and finally diapoaed of in 
a manner beat calculated tu promote the 
ends of the Constitution aud anbaerve 
the public interests« 
Having thua con- 
scientioualy diacharged u conatitutional 
duty, I deem il proper, on ibia occaaion, 
without a more particular reference to 
the views of tlie subject then expreaaed, 
to leave it for tbe preaent tu the inveati*' 
gationof an enhghtencd people and tlieir 
repreaentatives. 


In conclusion permit me to invoke that 
Power which au|)erintenda all govern­ 
ments to infuae into your deliberationa, 
at this important crisis ofour bistorv, a 
spirit of mutual forbearance and concilia­ 
tion. 
In that spirit was our Union form­ 
ed, aud in that spirit it muai Im praaerv- 
ed.
